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Following is the text of a directive sent by the President' to 
the Secretary of State, Secretary of '.far and Secretary of the Navy 
with regard to the coordination of the foreign intelligence activ¬ 
ities of the federal government:

1 . It is desire, and I hereby direct, that all 
Federal foreign intelligence activities be planned, devel- 
oped and coordinated so.as to assure the most effective, 
acconplishnent of.‘the intelligence nission'related to the 
national security. I hereby desirnate you, together with 
another person to be named by me as my personal repre” 
sentativei as the National I nta llir-pnc p \ uthoritv to 
accomplish this purpose. . 

• 2 . Within the-;Iiaits of available appropriations, 
you shall each from tine to time assign versons and 
facilities from vour respective Departments, which per- - 
sons shall collectively form a Central Intelligence (Sroup 
and shall, under the direction of a Director of Central 
Intelligence, assist the National Intelligence Authority. 

The Director of Ccntr ,> l Intelligence-shall be designated 
by me, shall be responsible to the National Intelligence 
Authority, and shali sit as a non-voting member thereof. 


3. oubject to the exist in- lav;, and to the direction 
an:; control of the National Intelligence Authority, the 
Director of Central Intelligence shall:

accomplishment of the national intelligence mission. 
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
